sands of years, the century that has 
just passed away will be recorded as 
one of ihe most memorable, if not the 
most memorable, to which attention 
can be drawn.

The gift of science to the opening 


years of the century was the steam- 
engine then coming into common usa. 
"Watt's patent expired in 1800. When 
one rc-ads how it was that Watt ' 
achieved one of the most tremendous ' 
revolutions recorded in history one • 
cannot help feeling that his position j 
as "mathematical instrument maker J 
to the university" (at Glasgow) had j 
everything to do with it; he lived with \ 
his friend Black in an atmosphere of \ 
research. The steam-engine, so close- ! 
ly arc all scientific applications bound ' 
together, underlies all our modern i 
progress, for the reason that hand j 
labor, thanks to it, has been replaced ! 
by greater powers. 
I 


One of the first applications during i 


this century of the new source of j 
power was to locomotion. This was 
I 


brought us in presence of the work of 
evolution in moulding the animal and 
vegetable kingdom through the vast 
geological periods, and, what is more 
important from the practical point of 
view, in our own times. While I am 
writing there is an international con- 
ference 
sitting on hybridization 
of 


plants and animals in direct relation 
to Darwin's work. This shows the way 
in which the most abstract generaiiza- 


I tion of science may affect industry. 
j It was stated at the conference that 
j the whole orange industry of Florida 


j must be abandoned unless a hybrid 
j can be secured which will stand frost.

causes of most diseases. The germs

of capitulation, while Listerism ena- j 
bles the surgeon to succeed in opera-- 
tions which were formerly never at- 1 
tempted.

Much of this tremendous alleviation i 


of human pain and the attendant in- i 
crease in the span of life have depend- » 
ed upon the improvement in the mic- I 
roscope brought about by the study of ' 
optics. Strangely enough, the last im- '

Of the applications of 
electricity, after what has happened, 
he would be a bold man who would 
venture to predict where they will 
stop, or that no equality striking de- 
velopments are yet in store for us.

The saving of the lives of our sail- 


ors by storm warnings and the study 
of the laws of storms is one of the 
applications of the science of meteor- 
ology which the century has brought 
us—a result undreamed of by him who 
first "'weighed the air."

and seagoing populations end here. 
Ocean currents as well as air currents

This work has i 


been extended by the modern science I 
of archaeology, which has demonstrat- \

The work will be carried on in 
the basins of the Columbia and Sacra- 
mento. 


Some years ago a similar experi- 


ment was made at the fish commis- 
sion station on the Ciackanias river, 
which Is a tributary to the Columbia: 
but. instead of tagging the young 
fishes, the soft dorsal fins were shaved 
off them with a razor before they were 
released. . When they came back to 
spawn, three years later, they aver- 
aged 20 pounds la weight.
